Dec. 3, 1914.—Russans bombarded 
Cracow. 


Hindenburg. who \vas being buf- 


feted around on the eastern front 
along a. line that daily twisted into 
new zig-zags, told correspondents he 
had no doubt of his ultimate suc- 
cess. 
All information brought to 


him by spies pointed to Russia soon 
being "at the end of her tether." 
She was beginning to lack arms and 
ammunition, and her soldiers "were 
going hungry." 
Even the officers 


were short of food. 
The country, 


too, was suffering from distress; 
Lod3 was starving. That was re- 
grettable, he said, but it was "a good 
thing, for one can conduct no war 
with sentimentality; the more brutal 
the conduct of war, the more char- 
itable it really is, for the sooner it 
will be ended." 


Brutal enough were the effects of 


the war on the people of Poland. 
For five months contending armies 
had swept backward and forward 
over their lands. Farms, villages, 
and towns were obliterated as "the 
coi:ntry became one vast 
battle- 


field. 
In their first advance the, 


German armies behaved with re- 
straint and on their retreat there 
were no reports of outrages such 
as were attributed to them in Bel- 
gium. But they ruined the land as 
any army would, in Uie manner of 
Sherman sweeping to the sea, not 
only by destroying railways, roads, 
bridges and buildings, but by carry- 
ing off supplies of focd and cloth- 
ing. 


The world heard less of the suf- 


ferings cf Poland than of Belgium. 
Nor did Polanntl find such ready 
hands to succor her. 
Nowhere did 


Belgium suffer such starvation and 
frozen misery as during the winter 
stalked through Poland. 


Moreover, in Belgium the sweep 


of war was swift and final, while in 
Poland it ebbed and flowed like 
succession of tidal waves. 


The area and population affected 


in Poland were more thlm ten times 
those of Belgium. More than 7.- 
000.000 persons were made home- 
less as 9,200 cities, towns and vil- 
lages were destroyed. They were re- 
duced to living in forests and 
in 


ruins, having as food only roots, 
bark, rind and decaying carcasses of 
horses killed in fighting. The soil 
was made unfit for cultivation by 
the effects of the battles. The mor- 
tality among children was terrible 
and horrifying. Elders simply pray- 
ed lo die.

building trades are "outlandish." He 
did hint that would-be builders nat- 
urally are unwilling to resume in 
the face of such conditions. 


It is not surprising to hear Ickes, 


the radical New Dealer, accusing 
capital of trying to profiteer 
on 


building materials with Moffett, the 
Standard Oil conservative denying 
it, but surely it is anomalous to hear 
Ickes denouncing high wages 
and 


Moffett defending them. 


True, Ickes says that steady -work, 


at a moderate wage, Is better than 
very semi-occasional work at a much 
higher rate. That Is arguable. Even 
President William Green of the A. 
F. of L. is disposed to consider the 
proposition.

Thirty Young Men. Given 


Rigid Instruction In How 


To Fight Gangsters

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 3.—Thirty 


young men, just appointed special 
agents of the division of investiga- 
tion, today are In the training school 
of the department of justice receiv- 
ing Instruction to fit them for serv- 
ice in the government's drive to 
stamp out crime. 


They will take the field in the 


drive against crime In which Sam- 
uel P. Cowlcy and Herman E. Hollis 
lost their lives at Harrington, 111., 
last week alter fatally wounding 
George (Baby Face) Nelson. 


Foremost in the training given 


them is the inculcation of the tradi- 
tion that the department avenges 
to the utmost the deaths of those 
who fall in the crusade against the 
underworld. 


Rigid Training. 


These men, appointed under the 


policy of augmenting the federal de- 
tective forces, are being educated in 
the department's technique in termi- 
nating the carers of such arch crim- 
inals as John Dillinger, "Pretty Boy" 
Floyd, "Eaby Face" Nelson and Al- 
vin Karpis. Karpis succeeded to the 
title of "public enemy No. 1" when 
Dillinger, Floyd and Nelson were 
killed by federal bullets. 


This group, made up of law grad- 


uates, were chosen from the many 
hundreds of young men who have 
applied to Director J. Edgar Hoover 
lor jobs in the federal round up of 
gangsters. He plans to appoint an- 
other group of 30 to report lor serv- 
ice shortly-after January 1. 


Instructors BUST. 


Hoover expects to choose appli- 


cants In classes of 30 each and send 
them Into training until his staff 
reaches a peak in personnel that 
may exceed the roster maintained 
during the World war. 


Continuous training of the rookies 


has kept Hoover's staff of instructors 
busy night and day for the past 
r 
'is turning out detectives. Af- 


ter drilling them in the rigid regula- 
tions, the recruits are sent to the 
fingerprint unit and trained as ex- 
perts in that science. They are then 
given an intensive course in scientific 
crime detecting through the use of 
chemical analysis, ballistics, type- 
writing and handwriting identifica- 
tion. 


Taught To Shoot. 


When this classroom work is com- 


pleted the embryo officers arc sent 
to the marine barracks at Quantlco, 
Va., where they are taught how to 
use firearms. This, the most impor- 
tant part of their instruction, in- 
cludes the use of revolvers, shotguns 
and machine guns. 


Before the new agents are sent to 


the Held they must qualify as marks- 
men in the use of these weapons, ac- 
cording to strict standards of the 
Marine corps.

CORNING, N. Y . Dec. 3.—One 
of the 
greatest triumphs of mod­ 
ern science waws hailed today at 
the Corning glass works, where sci­ 
entists successfully cast the first 
100 per cent perfect astronomical 
eye. fully a million times more pow­ 
erful as a gatherer of light than 
the human eye, 
More than 20 tons of molten 
glass were cooling in a 200-inch 
mold, in the second attempt of sci­ 
entists to provide a flawless mirror 
for the world’s largest telescope at 
Mount Wilson Observatory in Cali­ 
fornia. 
A mirror of the same size cast 
here last March developed flaws.

explanation. As a matter of fact, I 
think It Is the strongest and sound- 
est presented so far—maybe for the 
fact that it -wasn't the soonest. 


Buckler, of the Army, was never 


an ail-American, so the fact that 
he«spent the last two periods on the 
bench in his biggest game only 
served to confirm the belief. Bor- 
ries, of the Navy, hardly had 
a 


chance in the rain and mud, but he 
•was always just another good foot- 
ball player—and there are far too 
many of this kind. It was, in fact, 
largely a backfield year, with few 
conspicuous figures in the line. 
Borries Left Out 


The competition being what it 


•was, Borries doesn't quite get up to 
ihe third team and, to our observers, 
this seems fair enough. It is their 
impression and mine that if the 
Navy coaches had to make a choice 
between Berries and Clark, for sheer 
value to the team, they'd be quite 
unable to do It. 
He doesn't, in any case, belong in 


a backfield with Lund, Howell and 
Grayson. They're the perfect trio; 
they do anything with a football ex- 
cept swallow it. 
As for Williams,

not, however, bore you with a re- 
cital of facts so obvious, nor will I 
explain the choice of the two Pitts- 
burgh guards, except to say that 
they seemed to be the best availa- 
ble.

May Be Arguments 
There may be same arguments, 


too, concerning the choice of Wendt 
over Larson of Minnesota, at end. 
The choice was made because Lar- 
son, while considered a great de- 
fensive end, was just a shade weak 
on passes. In the same way Robin- 
son of Notre Dame -was a remarka- 
ble center of defense, but Lester, of 
Texas Christian, did everything well, 
•with Patterson being rated the best 
center in the Middle West, where 
good centers usually are a common- 
place. 


That's why Hutson of Alabama 


looked so good. They say he's the 
best end the South has seen in 10 
years, which Is praise without stint. 
The South has been overrun with 
tremendous ends during the current 
generation.
